Gultanate Off Const ef Africa Rich In 
Cleve Production, 

The Sultanate of Zanzibar, just oft 
the coast of central Africa, comprises 
four isljands—Zanzibar, Peinba, Mafia 
and Lamu. This Sultanate produces 

thaps nine-tenths of the cloves of 


the two islands of Zanzibar and Pem- 
ba seem peculiarly adapted to the 
rowing of thls important article. 
any of the trees are 90 years old, al- 
though most of the clove plantations 
on Zanzibar Island date from 1872 
when a terrific cyclone swept over it, 
doing fearful damage to the trees. 


a ee 


Clove trees begin to bud about Jan- | 


uary or February, and the picking is 
done any time after July, continuing 
for about four. months, as the trees 
ripen erent When the cloves 
have been picld they are exposed on 
mats to the sun for six or seven days, 
and are then sent to the custom house 
where the Government exacts an ex: 
port duty of 25 per cent. 

The crop is a very uncertain one, a 

heavy yield one year, and compara: 
tively nothing the next. The bulk of 
the cloves are bought by American, 
Germ. and Indian fivms, 
sent to Bombay, Hamburg and Lon- 
don. Most of the cloves are used in 
distilling oi! of cloves, which in turn 
is employed in the manufacture of 
drugs, perfumes, confectionerics, etc. 
_ Another great product of Zanzibar 
is copra; which is the dried interior 
of the cocoanut. The cocoanut trees 
grow throughout the Sultanate with: 
out cultivation; land is sold by the 
number of cocoanut trees on it. A 
tree will yield from 100 to 120 nuts a 
Yield; the crop is gathered about every 
four months, The nuts are split open 
and dried in the sur for several days, 
when the product is ready for ship- 
ment. France consumes most of the 
copra, which is used in the manufac- 
ture of soap, oil cakes, etc, 

Approached from the ocean the city 
of Zanzibar presents a beautiful pic- 
ture; the snow-white Arab houses are 
set against a background of soft 
tropical green; lying close to the shore 
are the hundreds of native dhows with 
their quaint sails, while farther ont, in 
the deep waters, are the foreign ships. 
A prominent building on the water- 
front is the palace of the Sultan, 
which suggests a hotel at one of the 
Atlantic watering places, with its wide 
verandas and square lantern. Back of 
the palace ure the remains of the old 
fort erected by the Portuguese, and 
ihere and there are to be seen the 
figs of the consulates of the various 
powers.

| $t Gan Easity Be Broken by a ick 
| With a Cane. 


_ The first impulse of a man on see- 
ing a snake is to stamp on its head, 
which, according to The Rosacy Mag- 
azine, ia unwise. A snake's skull ia 
very tough, as behooves a part «tf the 
body that is always liable to be 
knocked against stones, etc., owing to 
the extreme shortsightedness of ail 
serpents. 

The back, on the contrary, can ba 
broken with a light rap, for it cou. 
sists of a delicate system of ball and 
socket joints. Should snakes be harm- 
less the best plan is to leave thea 
jalone; should they be dangerdus 


{shot from a revolver is safe aud effec- 
j tive. In case no revolver is at hand 

a rap with a cane will be sufficient, 
but care must be taken to keep away 
from the head of the creature. 

A snake does not normally gu about 
hitting its skull against hard objects. 
(It does this only when in a hurry. 
| Moving at its ordinary pace, it teeis 
its way with its long, delicate, forked 
tongue. 

In the sartie way when about 
HO its food it touches it all over 
with its tongue in order to ascertain 
where to take hold, and this process 
|has given rise to the mistaken ides 
{that a snake covers its prey with aa- 
liva prior to swallowing it. No doubt 
a considerable quantity of saliva is 
generated during the process of de- 
| glutition, but it does not come from 
the tongue, which is inerely used aa 
a feeler. 

When a snake bites it bisects -its 
head up to the nape of its neck and 
opens its jaws till they are in’ the 
same plane—i.e., at right angles to 
the body. These jaws are provided 
with six rows of strong, sharp teeth, 
jfour on the upper jaw and two on 
j the lower jaw. 

This is a very formidable arrange- 
ment, but when you remember that 
Ht medium sized constrictor can pros 
fc its head with sufficient force to 
knock a man off his feet and will 
either on provocation or sumetimes 
| Without it let ‘go his catapult, rat. trap 
| machinery you are likely to avoid con- 
strictors so far as ix possible. Such a 
snake can take hold of a man and 
shake him or strip the skin and flesit 
from the part seized as if it were 
paper.

State Railways. 

The announcement that the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Co. will this 
summer begin to run a_ series of 
Observation Car Services on the 


For the man whohas the-+ Austrian State Railways through the 


Tyrol, marks an epoch in the growth 
of the importance of Canada in the 
old world, Under a contract with the 
Austrian State Railways, the Cana- 
dian Pacific has arranged to’ build 
several observation cars in Austria on 
Canadian Pacific plans. The design 
is that of Mr. “Vaughan, head of the 
C, P. R. Angus shops at Montreal, 
who has made a personal visti to 
Austria to study local conditions. 
They will 
type as used in Canada, and each 
car will have platforms at both ends. 
The cars will be the longest  four- 
axle cars in Europe. They will have 
a very spacious interior and_ will 
seat thirty-two passengers. There 
will be accomodation for a_ typist, 
whose services will be at the disposal 
of the passengers; and an up-to-date 
library with all the latest magazines, 
| Just as on the C. P. R. transcon- 
tinental trains, will be among the 
features of the cars. 

Both Austria and the Canadian 
Pacific Railway will benefit from the 
consolidation of the new scheme. 
The attention of vast numbers of 
travelling Canadians and Americans 
will be diverted from other parts of 
Europe to Austria, not only to see 
that interesting country, but to learn 
how these Canadian Pacific observ- 
ation cars fulfil their mission There 
will be three observation services to 


begin with. By arrangement ‘itl 
|} the Swiss government thes first of 
| these will run between Zurich and 


Innsbruck over the Arlberg route via 
| Landeck. The second will be between 
Innsbruck and Vienna via Zell-am- 
Zee and Salzburg. The third will be 
{from Salzburg to Trieste over the 
Tauern and Karawanken Railways 
by way of Badgastein, Villach, Veldes 


and the Valley of the Isonzo, This 
last is a new route only recently

The inquiry, however, will 
not stop at that. After an interest- 
ing legal contest, Mr. Whitla and Jas.

sel, won a decided victory by secur- 


ing a ruling that every phase of, 


freight rates will be investigated, not 
only the question of discrimination 
against the west, but, if necessary, the 
reasonableness of the east as well as 


the west, and the general basis upon |
